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Report of the School Board. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Mason, 
GREETING: 


In submitting to you our annual report we wish first 
to thank you all who have in any way assisted us in our 
duties as members of the school board, and we desire 
that parents especially visit the schools more frequently 
than they have in the past, that they may have a better 
knowledge of the work that is being done in our school 
rooms. : 

Four schools were in session during the spring term 
but owing to the small number of scholars we have been 
obliged to make some changes. After considering several 
plans we decided to bring the scholars from No. 2 and 3 
schools as well as those from No. 5 and 6 to the Center 
school thereby making that school of sufficient size to 
make it possible for us to give to your children the bene- 
fits of a graded and up-to-date school, giving to the 
scholars of Mason equal advantages to obtain an educa- 
tion with those who live in the larger towns or cities in 
our state, with a saving of from two to four hundred 
dollars in the current expenses for the year. 

Notwithstanding the fact that this has been the 
coldest winter on record for twenty-five years or more 
which has made it more of a hardship to carry the 
scholars than it otherwise would have been, yet we be- 
lieve that the advantages derived have more than over- 
balanced the disadvantages, and if continued for another 
year that the people who send children to school will be 
unanimous in favor of adopting this system. 

We endeavor to conduct the affairs of the district for 
the best interests of all concerned. While we do not 
claim perfection or that we can please every one, yet we

can come nearer doing so by having your hearty cooper- 
ation.
